Spellm an,in 
the persons of George U. O'Jonnor and 
Paul A. Dragarius who profess to be 
for mer commission mercnauts of Chi­ 
cago, where they say they had an 
office at 27C South Waler street.

They were arrested in 
Racine while trying to pass a forged 
ohtck and taken to Milwaukee at once. 
Dragarius said they came to M ilwau­ 
kee from Chicago Thursday morning, 
but O’Connor told Detective Peck that 
they came to Milwaukee last Monday. 
It is also said that they were seen to 
that city during last week by officers. 
They were arrested while passing a 
check purporting to ha'ie been signed 
by F. C. Meiuecke.
